
Mystery over 
P.O. closure

ELY’S Post Office on Market Place 
was closed for three days this 
week without warning. 

Customers were left outside on 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednes¬ 
day, unable to use the Post Of¬ 
fice services, including rent and 
council tax services and passport 
renewals. 

Those with Post Office card ac¬ 
counts, who rely on the service to 
collect their state pensions and 
tax credit payments, were also 
left out in the cold. 

Others who rely on the service, 
which is the only branch in the 
city, to send parcels were also af¬ 
fected. 

Ely resident Sarah Mascall said: 
“I didn’t know it was closed until I 
saw the note in the window. I had 
a parcel to send to a family mem¬ 
ber for their birthday and had to 
stick extra stamps on, put it in 
the post box and just hope for the 
best.” 

A handwritten note in the win¬ 
dow on Monday said the closure 
was due to “problems with locks”

and it would reopen the next day. 

But on Tuesday both the Post 
Office and the branch of Cost 
Cutter it is attached to were shut, 
with a new note stating it was 
“due to technical difficulties”. 

When contacted, a Post Office 
spokeswoman recommended 
people use alternative branches 
in Witchford and Little Down- 
ham. 

Deputy mayor and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire district councillor 
David Hobbs said: “It’s not sat¬ 
isfactory that they say they have 
a Technical issue’ when people’s 


lives depend on this service. 

“One can be slightly forgiving if 
they have a problem for 24 hours 
but it’s totally unforgivable to go 
on any longer than that. 

“If you are pensioner and you 
rely on your pension to survive 
it’s not good enough. I feel for 
those poor people who came to 
get their money and the hardship 
they must be suffering - it’s a ter¬ 
rible service and not very com¬ 
munity minded at all.” 

The branch has been without a 
postmaster for eight months and 
a note in the window is advertis¬ 
ing vacancies for four new mem¬ 
bers of staff. 

A Post Office spokesperson, 
said: “Ely Post Office has been 
closed yesterday and today [Jan¬ 
uary 16-17] due to operational 
reasons. 

“We apologise for any incon¬ 
venience caused to customers. 
We are working hard to restore 
Post Office service to the current 
location as quickly as possible.”

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Harry happy 
to celebrate 
being 100 


A FORMER Fenland railwayman 
who lived through the age of steam 
marked his 100th birthday last 
Friday. 

Great-grandfather Harry Bye, 
of Ely, celebrated his big day 
opening his card from the Queen, 
surrounded by his family and posing 


for photographs with his great¬ 
grandchildren sitting on his knee. 

Harry has spent his life living in 
the county, starting out working 
as a farm labourer, which he says 
really 'killed him' before becoming 
a porter in the 1950s at Shippea Hill 
station, better known today as the 


UK's quietest station. 

"I was born at home at Fordham 
one snowy Sunday, and have lived 
in Cambridgeshire all my life since," 
he said. "I got a job as a porter at 
Shippea Hill station in 1955, and I 
would cycle there from my home 
every day, about three-quarters of a 


mile. It was still mainly steam trains 
at first, and you could hear them 
coming." 

He married in 1940, and had two 
children, one of whom, a son, pre¬ 
deceased him, aged 72. 

He has two grandchildren and five 
great-grandchildren. 


EDUCATION 

Cash boost for 
area’s schools 


SCHOOLS in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire are set for a mul¬ 
ti-million pound boost after 
a funding battle by the area’s 
MP. 

The district has been des¬ 
ignated one of 12 ‘Opportu¬ 
nity Areas’ by the Govern¬ 
ment, and will share in a 
bumper £72 million treasure 
chest aimed at tackling the 
issue of social mobility. 

East Cambridgeshire and 
Fenland will get £6 million 
between them, said South 
East Cambridgeshire MP 
Lucy Frazer, who has been 
lobbying the Department for 
Education to secure more 
money for schools in the 
constituency. 

She said she was ‘thrilled’ 
by the announcement, made 
by Education Secretary Jus¬ 
tine Greening. 

She said: “East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire ranks as the 14th 
worst area in the country for 
social mobility. Its historic 
lack of funding for education 
does not help young people 
achieve and get the step up 
they deserve. 

“I have been pressing the 
Secretary of State for some

time for East Cambridgeshire 
to be included as an ‘Oppor¬ 
tunity Area’. I have arranged 
for the head teachers of my 
secondary schools to meet 
with the Education Secretary 
and have raised this issue in 
the House of Commons put¬ 
ting the case for investment 
in our area, in particular as 
we are so well located near 
the thriving business centre 
around Cambridge.” 

Exact details of how the 
money will be spent have 
yet to be unveiled, but it will 
be used to back partner¬ 
ship projects involving early 
years education providers, 
schools, colleges, universi¬ 
ties, businesses, charities 
and local authorities “to en¬ 
sure all children and young 
people have the opportunity 
to reach their full potential.” 

Ms Greening was due to 
spell out the funding plans at 
an event yesterday hosted by 
the Sutton educational trust 
and accountants pricewater- 
housecoopers. 


As well as the extra money, 
Opportunity Areas will have 
“priority access” to other De¬ 
partment for Education sup¬ 
port, including a fund called 
the Teaching and Leadership 
Innovation Fund, worth £75 
million, “focused on sup¬ 
porting teachers and school 
leaders in challenging areas 
to develop.” 

Ms Greening was due to 
say: “For Britain to succeed 
we must be a country where 
everyone has a fair chance to 
go as far as their talent and 
their hard work will allow. 

“Education is at the heart 
of that ambition, and is 
central to breaking down 
the barriers to social mobil¬ 
ity that too many face in our 
country today.” 

Lucy Frazer said: “I am 
thrilled by the announce¬ 
ment. This is something I 
feel passionate about and 
have consistently cam¬ 
paigned for.”

HEALTH 

Hospital delays are 
hitting 999 crews 


THE equivalent of more 
than 10 per cent of the 
county’s ambulances are 
taken out of action every 
day because of delays dur¬ 
ing the handing over of pa¬ 
tients to hospital. 

Inefficient hand-overs 
are losing ambulance staff 
time, with the equivalent 
of four ambulances being 
stuck on the depot fore¬ 
court every day. 

The revelation came as 
staff from the East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service 
Trust (EEAST) appeared 
at Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s health commit¬ 
tee to discuss a Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission (CQC) re¬ 
port into the ambulance 
service’s performance. 

The service was com-

mended for many aspects 
of its work, but staff told 
councillors they were un¬ 
der pressure from ineffi¬ 
cient hand-over times and 
ever-increasing demand. 

Luke Squibb, of EEAST, 
said: “Over the last five 
weeks, the ambulance 
service in Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough has lost 
the equivalent of roughly 
four out of 31 ambulances 
a day. 

“They are not attending 
patients because they are 
sitting in queues at hos¬ 
pitals. That is more than 
10 per cent being lost to 
delays.” 


To counteract this, effort 
is being made to release 
crews earlier so they can 
get back out to attend pa¬ 
tients more quickly. 

This comes at a time 
when EEAST is experienc¬ 
ing particularly high de¬ 
mand for its services. 

“We have had a trust¬ 
wide increase in demand,” 
said Mr Squibb. “We had 
1,000 extra calls on New 
Year’s Day over last year. 

“A couple of weeks ago, 
we had a ‘no-send policy’ 
on some of the less serious 
calls that we had to put as 
a lower priority. 

“Unfortunately, that was 
a lot of elderly people who 
had suffered falls. There 
have been some instances 
where a patient was wait¬ 


ing seven or eight hours 
on the floor for an ambu¬ 
lance.” 

Mr Squibb said the calls 
were monitored to make 
sure the patients’ condi¬ 
tion did not change or 
deteriorate. If they did, he 
said, they would be given a 
higher priority. 

The ambulance ser¬ 
vice staff were thanked by 
councillors for their hard 
work. 

Cllr Lynda Harford said 
more needed to be done to 
support ambulance staff.

Museum wins 
lotto funding 


ELY Museum has received a 
support grant from the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Lund (HLL), it was 
announced yesterday. 

An initial sum of £159,300 
will be given to help kick- 
start the museum’s ‘Unlock¬ 
ing the Potential of the Old 
Gaol’ project, which will see 
it transformed over the next 
four years. 

To do this the museum will 
work with local communities 
to become a heritage hub for 
residents and tourists, ena¬ 
bling them to explore the his¬ 
tory of the area through new 
galleries, a series of events, 
exhibitions and improved fa¬ 
cilities. 

It is hoped the museum 
can become an exciting des¬ 
tination for local families and 
schools while new resources 
and trails will encourage visi¬ 
tors to further explore the her¬ 
itage of the region. 

Ely Museum curator, Elie 
Hughes, said: “This is such ex¬ 
citing news for Ely Museum. 
The support of the Heritage 
Lottery Fund means that the 
museum is one step closer

to becoming an exciting 21st 
century heritage attraction for 
the local area and its people.” 

Thanks to money raised by 
National Lottery players, the 
development fund will help 
progress plans to apply for a 
full grant of £1.8m. 

If granted, the extra funds 
will be used to renovate the 
historic ‘Old Gaol’ building, 
and to redesign the exhibi¬ 
tion displays which will tell 
the story of Ely and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Storage for the museum’s 
collections will also be mod¬ 
ernised to safeguard them for 
future generations, and the re¬ 
vamped museum will see new 
public research areas. 

Visiting schools will find im¬ 
proved educational facilities, 
while a lift will be installed 
and visitor facilities made 
more accessible for all. 

Head of HLF East of Eng¬ 
land, Robyn Llewellyn, said: 
“From much-needed space 


and reinvigorated displays, to 
safeguarding existing collec¬ 
tions and adding new voices 
from the community - this 
project is set to transform Ely 
Museum for a 21st century au¬ 
dience. Our support has been 
made possible by National 
Lottery players so we’re partic¬ 
ularly pleased that this project 
has a real focus on enabling 
communities to explore the 
heritage held at the museum 
and to play a vital role in its 
future.” 

There will be lots of oppor¬ 
tunities for the community to 
get involved with new events 
and activities, volunteering 
opportunities and consulta¬ 
tions planned. 

The museum building 
housed the Bishop of Ely’s 
gaol from 1679-1836 and has 
also been a private house, a li¬ 
brary and a register office.

I n a fast changing 
digital world, 
being connected 
and having 
adequate broadband 
accessibility is 
essential not only to 
enable businesses 
to thrive but 
also to improve 
general health and 
wellbeing. 

For rural 
communities, 
the growth of 
online services has 
enormous potential 
to ease day-to-day 
living and bring 
services that would 
usually involve a 
time-consuming 
journey into the 
home. 

That being said, 
whereas broadband 
facilities are often 
well established in 
cities, it is the rural 
areas, (which one 
could argue have 
most to gain from 
connectivity) that are 
not always fully up 
and running. 

Achieving 
connectivity for 
all South East 
Cambridgeshire is 
a matter of upmost 
concern to me 
and I was very 
encouraged by the 
Government's recent 
announcement 
of a further £440 
million to be made 
available to give 
more properties in 
the hardest-to-reach 
parts of the UK the 
quick and reliable 
internet connections 
which are a vital part 
of modern life. 

By the end of 
June, 2017, South 
East Cambridgeshire 
should have 94 per 
cent coverage but we 
still need to address 
how we reach the 
remaining 6 per 
cent of the area. I 
will be pressing this 
matter with Matthew 
Hancock, Minister of 
State responsible for 
digital and culture 


policy, in a meeting 
this week and will 
do all I can to keep 
our area front of 
mind with regards 
to any extra funding 
provision available. 

The current 
phase of the roll-out 
programme for our 
area was originally 
due to be delivered 
by end of 2016. In 
early December, it 
became apparent 
that, due to certain 
complications, this 
deadline would 
not be met. I am 
pleased to say that 
following numerous 
meetings with BT 
and Connecting 
Cambridgeshire and 
correspondence 
with Bill Murphy, 
managing director 
of Next-Generation 
Access at BT, five 
villages, namely 
Little Wilbraham, 
West Wickham, 
Reach, Carlton and 
Prickwillow will all 
be in a position to 
order broadband in 
the week of January 
30, 2017, at the 
latest. 

The next phase 
of development 
will see more areas 
connected by the 
end of June, 2017. 

It may be that, 
despite best 
efforts, a number 
of homes in each 
area will experience 
problems. I would 
like to ask that if you 
are affected in any 
way, that you please 
notify me so that I 
can take up your 
cause and be aware 
of the scale of any 
issue.

Fears budget cut plans 
will hit region’s schools

FEARS have been expressed that 
budget proposals would cut sup¬ 
port for struggling schools. 

Cllr Lucy Nethsingha, Lib Dem 
leader at Cambridgeshire County 
Council, has warned of the cuts, 
saying current budget proposals 
reduce all county support to strug¬ 
gling schools. 

Speaking at the county council’s 
general purposes committee, she 
said: “I think it is really important 
that we all understand just how ma¬ 
jor the implications of the cuts are. 

“These proposed cuts cut all 
funding from the learning direc¬ 
torate. Struggling schools are least 
likely to be able to pay for many 
things. This is a problem that mem¬ 
bers of the committee need to be 
aware of.” 

She said other proposed budget 
cuts would affect translation ser¬ 
vices at schools, which would hit 
non-English speaking pupils. 

“We need to be aware of the way 
the decisions we take here will have 
an impact,” she warned. 



Cllr Steve Count, leader of the 
county council, reassured council¬ 
lors it was not a political budget, 
and that all proposals would be 
debated and discussed at length 
before they were taken any further. 

The council is currently in the 
midst of trying to make more than 



£100 million of savings in the next 
five years. 

Cllr Nethsingha said that, when 
the budget was discussed later this 
month, she would be submitting 
her own alternative suggestions. 

The committee heard a number 
of concerns over potential cuts. 


Cllr Joan Whitehead said: “Are we, 
or the Local Government Associa¬ 
tion, protesting about the level of 
cuts we are going to have to sustain, 
or are we just going to say thank you 
very much?” 

Cllr Count said the council would 
like to use its “persuasive power” 
to make sure it got as much money 
back from redistributed business 
rates as it could negotiate. 

Cllr Whitehead said: “I think we 
would like a fair share of the cake, 
but we would also like the cake to 
be somewhat bigger as well.” 

Concerns were also raised about 
how the budget might affect mental 
health provision in the region. 

Cllr Maurice Leeke said: “We are 
all keenly aware of the funding of 
mental health services. We would 
like to be reassured that this doesn’t 
represent a shortfall in provision.” 

Chief finance officer Chris Ma- 
lyon, reassured councillors that this 
was not the case.

Village college 
gets top marks

OFSTED inspectors have 
praised the quality of educa¬ 
tion at Soham Village College 
during a recent inspection, 
after the school failed to 
make the grade in 2015. 

The inspectors revisited 
the school between Decem¬ 
ber 6 and 7 to rate it “good” 
and in some cases “out¬ 
standing”. 

Led by John Randall, in¬ 
spectors said the school had 
“improved significantly” 
with disadvantaged pupils 
now “broadly in line with all 
pupils nationally”. 

They also praised the 
new emphasis on academic 
standards, noting pupil at¬ 
tainment across the cur¬ 
riculum was now “high and 
improving”. 

Staff were praised for im¬ 
proved standards of care 
and a “relentless” approach 
to fostering a culture of aca¬ 
demic excellence. 


The inspectors added the 
way the school promoted 
pupils’ personal develop¬ 
ment and welfare was now 
outstanding, including the 
most vulnerable. 

The report was a far cry 
from the 2015 report - at¬ 
tendance and progress made 
by Year 11 pupils was found 
to be higher than the nation¬ 
al average. 

Inspectors also found pu¬ 
pils and parents were sup¬ 
portive of the school. “Pupils 
like their school and are 
proud to be members of the 
school community,” the in¬ 
spectors said, adding: “Par¬ 
ents are overwhelmingly 
positive about the school.” 

Head of School JonHamp- 
son said: “I am particularly 
pleased that the inspecting 
team recognised the contri¬ 
bution of our students. 

“They are rightly praised 
for their positive attitudes; 
the strength of their relation¬ 
ships with staff; their behav¬ 
iour; their courtesy and their 
tolerance of others’ ideas 


and viewpoints.” 

In 2015 inspectors had 
rapped staff for failing disad¬ 
vantaged pupils, highlight¬ 
ing poor learning outcomes 
and absences, “double that 
of peers”, as particular areas 
of concern. 

A letter was sent to the 
Secretary of State for Edu¬ 
cation calling on improve¬ 
ments to be made, and a 
named governor given the 
responsibility of tackling the 
ailing performance of disad¬ 
vantaged pupils. 

Problems were also ad¬ 
dressed by providing more 
one-to-one support in an 
effort to strengthen the rela¬ 
tionship between pupils and 
staff.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


El Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

El Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

Chazelle's musical love story is 
an impeccably crafted 
follow-up to Whiplash and is 
firmly installed as the front¬ 
runner for glory at next month’s Oscars.

La La Land is a visually sumptuous, 
unabashedly swooning valentine to the 
golden age of Hollywood musicals, artfully 
constructed on a foundation of distinctly 
modern sensibilities. 

Aspiring actress Mia (Emma Stone) 
works as a barista in between auditions, 
which repeatedly end in crushing 
rejection. On a traffic-jammed Los 
Angeles freeway, she crosses paths with 
talented pianist Sebastian (Ryan Gosling), 
who reveres jazz in its purest form, but is 
forced to play saccharine standards by 
restaurant owner Bill (IK Simmons). 

"I hate jazz,” Mia tells Sebastian after

they meet at a party in the Hollywood 
hills, where they share dreams for the 
future beneath the twinkling stars of the 
Californian night sky. 

Sebastian is convinced he can 
spearhead a new appreciation for music 
until an old classmate, Keith (lohn 
Legend), questions his devotion to 
masters of a bygone era. 

"You're holding onto the past,” laments 
Keith, "but jazz is about the future.” 

While Mia prepares to stage her 
semi-autobiographical one-woman show 
So Long, Boulder City, Sebastian agrees to 
play keyboard in Keith's soulless, 
chart-friendly band The Messengers. 

Frustrations between the couple 
come to a head in a fractious to 


and fro about artistic integrity. 

"Since when do you care so much about 
being liked?” snarls Mia. 

"You're an actress!” Sebastian angrily 
reminds her. 

La La Land is a perfect marriage 
of directorial brio, tour-de-force 
performance and jaw-dropping produc¬ 
tion design. Gosling and Stone are 
individually luminous and electrifying as a 
double-act in high energy song and dance 
sequences. Both are gifted emotionally 
wrought solos - City Of Stars and Audition 
(The Fools Who Dreams) respectively - 
that galvanize Sebastian and Mia's 
perilously fragile romance. 

Chazelle's film is a bitter and sweet 
confection in equal doses, laced with dry 
wit and an appreciation for the tug of war 
between love and career advancement 
that necessitates painful self-sacrifices for 
either side to triumph.

ANGUISHED silences 
between members of a 
fractured Massachusetts 
family speak volumes about 
the loss of a son in writer- 
director Kenneth Lonergan's 
elegiac drama. 

Set in and around the 
titular coastal community, 
Manchester By The Sea 
eloquently explores universal 
themes of grief, guilt and 
sexual awakening through the 
eyes of a 40-year-old 
handyman. 

Lonergan sketches his 
internally conflicted central 
character with patience and 
precision, gifting a peach of a 


role to Casey Affleck, who 
seems destined to triumph 
at this year's Oscars for his 
nuanced, emotionally raw 
portrayal. 

Lee Chandler 
(Affleck) works as a 
janitor in a small 
apartment 
building in 
Chicago. It's an 
unedifying exist¬ 
ence and Lee 
unfairly channels 
his resentment at 
the tenants. 

Out of the blue, 

Lee receives a telephone call 
from family friend George 
(CJ Wilson). 

His older brother Joe (Kyle 
Chandler) has suffered a 
heart attack. 


By the time Lee arrives at 
the hospital, Joe has passed 
and the younger sibling must 
break the tragic news to 
his truculent 16-year-old 
nephew, Patrick (Lucas 
Hedges). 

A meeting with 
family lawyer Wes 
(Josh Hamilton) 
reveals that Joe 
named Lee as 
Patrick's legal 
guardian. 

"It was supposed 
to be my Uncle 
Donny. I was just the 
back-up/' mumbles Lee, who 
is reluctant to be a parent 
again after the breakdown of 
his marriage to Randi 
(Michelle Williams). 

Lee and his teenage ward 


muddle through grief and 
misunderstanding as they 
make preparations for Joe's 
funeral. 

Manchester By The Sea is 
anchored by Affleck's 
understated yet devastating 
portrayal, and the touching 
on-screen chemistry with 
co-star Hedges. 

Awkwardness between the 
generations is perfectly 
conveyed in the dialogue. 

Co-star Williams is a 
potent maternal force in her 
few scenes, desperate to 
salve the deep wounds of an 
accidental and tragic past. 

At 137 minutes, Lonergan's 
film does feel slightly 
overlong. 

Self-realisation, if it ever 
comes, takes time.

Winning their first UK Car of 
the Year Awards were Hyundai, 
Toyota, Renault and SEAT. 


In the Best Small Hatch class, 
the Hyundai IONIQ beat off stiff 
competition to win, while the 
latest generation of Toyota's Prius 
was voted Best Family Car. 

Renault's Scenic/Grand Scenic 
has been named Best MPV, and 
in the popular category of Best 
Crossover the SEAT Ateca came 
out on top. 

The UK Car of the Year Awards 
2017 also proved fruitful for 
two German manufacturers, as 
Mercedes-Benz and Porsche 
claimed two prizes apiece. 

In the Best Executive Car 
category, the Mercedes-Benz 
E-Class took top spot, while the 
S-Class Cabriolet was hailed as 
Best Cabriolet. 


The Porsche pairing of the 718 
Cayman and Boxster were voted 
Best Coupe and Best Sports Car 
respectively. 

After winning the title of Best 
Luxury Car in 2015 with its Ghost, 
Rolls-Royce once again triumphed 
in the category with the Dawn.

Driverless cars: Is 
it peak technology? 


F ollowing its consultation 
with the insurance industry, the 
government has published plans 
on how insurance would work with 
driverless cars of the future. 

In a consultation process which 
included the AA, the plans have been 
developed as more cars with driver 
assist features are coming on the road. 

Michael Lloyd, the AA's director of 
insurance said: "The proposals reflect 
the AA's view that compulsory insurance 
should be extended to driverless cars. 

"This single insurer model will 
ensure that in the event of a collision, 
the not-at-fault party will be properly 
compensated in the way that motor 
insurance works now. 

"Many questions remain to be resolved 
but this principle will allow for smooth 
handling of claims immediately after a 
collision and the question of liability can 
be sorted out in the background. 

"The fact remains that there are issues 
relating to where liability will ultimately 
lay, especially if there is some kind of 
fault relating to the software operating 
the vehicle." 

The proposals permit insurers to 
develop policies in a competitive market 
and will form part of the planned-for

Modern Transport Bill, which will set out 
regulations for driverless and automated 
vehicles. 

Says Lloyd: "The insurance market is 
changing very fast. Insurers and brokers 
need to be ready to meet the new 
challenges that automation presents." 

The AA is already trialling a 
connected car system that monitors 
on-board systems as well as driver 
behaviours with 10,000 units installed 
in AA members' vehicles. 

"This is the kind of technology that 
will form the basis of insurance in the 
future - whether cars are in driverless 
mode or being driven. 

"It's offering some very exciting 
prospects that the AA is certainly well 
equipped to meet." 

The AA quizzed its members on 
their willingness to accept driverless 
technology and it found that 65 per cent 
enjoyed driving too much to consider 
using a driverless car. 

"However the concept is becoming 
increasingly accepted. Although I believe 
the widespread use of driverless cars is at 
least a decade away, it offers tremendous 


opportunities for many people, not least 
those making long journeys and older 
drivers who still need to maintain their 
independence but would otherwise be 
forced to hang up their car keys." 

The ten-year outlook could be 
disputed. Insurer Adrian Flux believes 
the UK's driverless era could be nearer, 
and points to three factors accelerating 
the speed of progress in the sector: 

1. Motorway Tests: There have been 
reports that a sectioonm of the M6 
has been earmarkeed fior tests by the 
Ministry of Transport. 

2. Volvo, Ford and Nissan have 
indicated they want to trial their 
driverless vehicles in the south of 
England this year. 

3. More and more cars have driver 
assist features. 

Set against this, a US AA report found 
that 80 per cent of US drivers don't trust 
driverless technology and wouldn't want 
to own such a vehicle. 

So it could be that the ten years 
before the driverless era really begins 
that the AA refers to may reflect the 
fact the time it will take UK drivers to 
accept the idea - rather than the time 
it will take for the technology to get up 
to speed.
